1795 is the first year of the coinage of gold coins at the United ~ 
States Mint, There were 2705 ten dollar pieces and 8707 five dollar pieces 
coined, There were two varieties of the five dollar piece. The earlier va- 
riety have ou the reverse an eagle resting on a branch of laurel. The sec- 
ond variety bearing the so-called heraidic eagle on the reverse, There is 
no way of knowing how many of these pieces are in existence at the present 
time.
